Washimotok, Aug. 10. — The att^-ution 
of Benor Covernbins, of the Mexican le- 
gation, was ralh-d to the rumor that Mex- 
ico and (iermany had entered inio a 
treaty, ofTensive and defensive. lie said; 
"That rumor has no foundati(m in fact, to 
ntJoeiAain knowledge. It is true, how- 
ever that a treaty was recently signed and 
ratfoad between Qerauuij and Mexioo, but 
it b a eomraefcial tiaatf, with provisions 
almost azaetl|r similar to that poiding be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, and 
which your Senate will consider 
next winter. This treaty with Ger- 
many iii not a secret tri»aty in 
any sens*' of tbu word. I ffl provisions 
have not yet lieen imliliclv annouiieeil, but 
it will bu published within a few day 4. 
With this rumor, which originated some- 
where that I can not imagine, is coupled a
